MAURYA OR POST MAURYA—-3rd or 2nd CENTURY B.C. 
The Rise of Monasteries—for meditation and gaining insight. 


The further development of early monastic cloisters as dhamma—vinaya 
gained impetus with the embracing of the Buddhist faith by the great 
Mauryan Emperor Asoka. His adoption of Buddhism was a matter of 
inner urge and personal faith, his conversion saw monastic life develop 
a missionary movement, calculated to bring the teaching of the Buddha 
‘the good of the many, the happiness of the many’ 
out of the cloisters to the people. 
The glorious reign of Asoka enabied Buddhism to flourish and spread far 
and wide. His enlightenment caused him to have placed all over his 
vast empire, in indelible epigraphs on rocks and pillars, edicts and 
rescripts evincing his concern and sensitiveness to the contending faiths 
that prevailed in his own time among the people. 
His age was to be referred to as the “first glad confident morning’ of 
religious tolerance. This peace, this understanding, this love made 
fertile the ground for Asokan missionaries to travel extensively and, with 
their zeal to establish cave monasteries (lenas) a good many of which, 
started in the second century B.C., are proliferated in hundreds 
along the’ hills of the Western Ghats from Saurashtra to Mysore— 
daksinapatha—the way south. 


‘Lasting as the hills and rivers’ 

Synchronising in the wake of spreading religious faith and the growing 
need for viharas and chaityas (monasteries and halls), the monks were 
fascinated by the isolation of the wild rugged mountainous terrain of the 
Western Ghats. The secluded hills with their perpendicular sides 
presented to them, their patrons and the craftsmen alike a challenge 
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to excavate the living rock, to rear enduring monuments to the greater 
glory of their faith “lasting as the hills and rivers”, Rendering into stone 
perhaps for the first time, from wooden structures which must have 
preceded them, with piety and passionate devotion, the highest skill, 
daring and patience, the qualities of the rocky hills, which had attracted 
them, gave shape before their hand-held tools. Seeing before their 
eyes, their ambition and the perpetuation of their work. 


From the quiet hillsides were conceived wonders of architectural 
construction, the tough durable deccan trap, lending solid grace to lofty 
shrines with pillared halls, living rooms, all often embellished with 
sculptural motifs and designs. Think for a moment as you look at 
these great works of man, of the mighty labour and the stupendous 
cost involved, of the inventive development of an architectural scheme, 
the sacred sculptured figures of man made faith and man made Gods. 


Buddhism, whilst continuing to flourish and gain strength, maintained 
an attitude of tolerance toward those who still experimented with new 
faith. Old ways were not easily changed and traces of nature deities 
and the ancient Vedic gods, their hymns and rituals lived on in the beliefs 
of the people. Often they were the subject of inspiring and realistic 
portrayals in art. Bhaja is witness to this religious tolerance for here 
carved in stone is faith and its representation in art living side by side. 
So it is that Surya accompanied by two ladies driving across the glow- 
ing sky, in a four horse chariot, the night falling and in flight below their 
pounding hoofs—amorphous powers of darkness grotesque, fearful of 
the light. 

Then Indra as the storm god on the cloud elephant Airavata, royal and 
unafraid, his trident holding attendant basking in Indra's glory. The 
elephant brandishing in his trunk an uprooted tree, striding forward 
across a landscape full of people and animals, mythical and strange.

Following the decline of the Mauryan Empire, the Andhra Kingdom 
of South India was in the later period of its expansion in possession, 
from ‘sea to sea’, of the entire region of the Deccan. They maintained a 
fine system of communications and the sea ports they established on 
the western and eastern sea boards were open to trade with Europe and 
Asia. Buddhist missionary activity continued and the close proximity 
of the west sea coast ports of Sopara and Kalyan, both important trade 
centres, accounts for the prosperity of Kanheri, which became the 
largest Buddhist settlement in Western India. In a donatory inscription 
in one of the Caves ап apt name is given—‘The Sea View’ and even 
today from the hillside there is a fine view of a slimmering stretch of 
the sea in the distance. The Panel of Donor's couples in the front 
verandah of the chaitya is enclosed within a powerful frame, calm 
and self assured, smiling with exaltation, bearing flowers of offering, 
standing in graceful stillness, enraptured in meditation.

“Бог almost two centuries the craftsman's tools were silent, until the 


fifth century ushered in the second phase of rock cut cave architecture. 
Inspired and enriched by the accomplishments of the past, and 
stimulated by the growing needs of Mahayana Buddhism, Hinduism 
and Jainism, cave architecture entered into a new creative drive, 
heralding in a most glorious period that rose to great heights in visual 
art. With an ability and assurance born of mastery, the sculptors 
worked like ‘‘Titans and finished like Jewellers". Here. at the cave 
temples of Elura & Aurangabad, was sculpture on a gigantic scale, far 
beyond the wildest conception of the most daring sculptor of any age.

LATE CHALUKYAN PERIOD—700-900. A.D. 


Alampur, a flourishing village in the south east taluk of Raichur 
district of old Hyderabad State is separated by the Kistna river from the 
Mahbubnagar district in the north and by the Tungabhadra river from 
"ће old Madras district of Kurnool in the south. The deep red swirling 
Tungabhadra river, stirring the sands from its bed, surges by the 
overlooking temple sites, rushing onwards over the flat countryside until 
it meets up with the Kistna river. Here, where the confluence of the 
two great rivers occurs, stands lonely and isolated, bare of habitation, 
the Sangameshvar temple. On either side the river banks descend steeply 
to the waters which meet and mix together in a whirling pool. 


The caves and mountain tops are ancient residences of the Gods, who 
also love to dwell on the banks of rivers. The meeting of the two rivers 
is a particularly holy place, a dwelling place suited to the Gods. 


Perhaps it was that whilst still at the height of their power, the Pallavas 
sent South Indian masters to the Deccan as part of a cultural exchange. 
Here at the Sangameshvara, where the two great rivers meet, a fusion of 
the two great schools of art also took place, effecting a combination 
of the two styles. Within the cradle of the two rivers, was developed an 
important art centre of early structura! temple building—a gradual 
emancipation of the architect from the techniques of carpentry and 
cave architecture. Great stone blocks without mortar, rested together 
to raise a form of beauty, a stone building, the dimensions of which 
decrease as it rises: upwards. The doors are guarded Бу powerful 
dwarapalakas, the ceiling is full of swirling nagas and the stone blocks 
are decorated with scenes from the lives of Gods.

ARDHANARISVARA-SIVA, the lord who is half male and half 
Emerging from the unformed rock of the cave, leaning 
great bull Nandi, the dramatic image of Ardhanari 1 
symbolized the twin natures of the universe—and, consequently, of 
man, wherein the principles, opposed, paradoxical, yet complementary, 
are one complete organism, the creative powers of the male and female 
fused together—SIVA androgynous, symbolic of divine unity, smiling, 
enigmatic, from deep within the all pervading silence of the great cave, 
is hewn into the living rock.

GANESHA (а detail of the Nataraja Panel) the elephant-headed 
one who rises above the youthful war god. Both are the sons of 
Siva. It is said that Siva one day while sitting with Parvati, desiring to 
test the knowledge of his sons, called them together. They gave 
attention to their father's words, who said, “which of you can first 
journey round the world, and return to sit at my feet”.

RASHTRAKUTA—7th-8th CENTURY A.D. 
Life timed and Art timeless 


In the hills, tuneful with the songs of birds, and during the monsoon, 
with the sound of waterfalls cascading in between clefts of black rock, 
sparkling waterfalls on their annual visit come to life again, carving 
once again deeper into the place of their birth, and sometimes, to start 
anew over some fresh moss-covered rock, first a gentle trickle, 
and then with a cloud burst, a forceful rush. Here is a magical 
quality—something so ineffable, so deep, and fine that it lends itself 
only to actual visual experience. Small wonder that these hillsides were 
the scene of fertile and inspired transition witnessing the ascendency 
of Hinduism—a movement which was to gain great momentum. 
All these caves and temples are adorned with exquisite sculpture. The 
great Kailasa, a most ambitious and truly stupendous and unrivalled 
undertaking in rock cut architecture stands supreme. Starting at the 
top with great skill and unerring precision cutting downward into the 
mass of rock until between the sides was given shape a temple 
balanced upon the backs of an imposing frieze of elephants and lions 
giving the impression that they bear the whole burden of this enormous 
shrine—such audacity, such imaginative power. 


For several centuries now, religious life in these Hindu settlements has 
been extinct but not the art and in the silence of the forsaken caves 
and temples one may fancy whisperings in many voices—silent voices 
of the past—on life timed, and art timeless.

RASHTRAKUTA (KRISHNA 11I—850-900 A.D.) 
BAHUR—The Beautiful : 


A small rural village not far away from the main road between 
Pondicherri and Cuddalore, where the tiny streets come to life in the 
early morning when the promising warmth of the rising Sun awakens 
the village. The stillness is broken by the clear powerful notes of the 
Nagaswaram rising up into the cool ‘morning air, following the swift 
beating rhythm of the talam from the cymbals and the mridangam. 
With a great clanking the priest swings the tongue of the оір brass bell, 
heralding the beginning of another day. 


During the Pallava period this small village was an important town in 
the district of Aruvanadu. Here was situated a Sanskrit College and 
this seat of learning, which was patronized very widely received the 
revenues of many villages from round about. An inscription tells of the 
marriage of Pallava King NANDIVARMA with SANKHA, a princess of 
the Rashtrakuta family, to whom was born NRIPATUNYA. It goes on 
to say that he was a young and handsome prince who came to the 
throne quite early in his life. He was successful in his battles with the 


PANDYAS and his reign thereafter was peaceful. He pursued the | 


arts and literature, no doubt, a trait inherited from his worthy 
predecessors. The facade of this beautiful temple shows a number 
of bass-reliefs, unusual in style and they were perhaps the work of a 
sculptor who might have come to this place as part of the dowry of the 
Rashtrakuta Princess.

PALLAVA PERIOD—MAHENDRA STYLE—610-640 A.D. 
“without metal and without mortar’’. 


Mystery surrounds the origin of the Pallavas. Legend relates, in the 
Tamil epic Mani-mekhalai, that the first Pallava king was in a shipwreck, 
and came ashore with a twig (Pallava) of the Tondai-creeper 
(Caphallandra—Indica) coiled round his ankle. This incident gave him 
the name—Tondai-man, and the territory ruled by the Pallavas came 
to be known as Tondai Mandalam the Realm of the Tondai. Out of the 
swirling mist of legends and myths that surrounds the succession of 
the early Pallavas, the son of Simha-Vishnu, Mahendra Varman rises, 
as the first great builder of this dynasty; his works along with those of 
Mamalla and Aparajita who followed, have in stone immortalized the 
age of the Pallavas. 


The cave shrine of Mandagapattu is one of the eartiest excavations of 
Mahendra, who naively and joyously asserted, in the exultant poetic 
expression he caused to be inscribed in this cave, his first essay in 
excavation. 

“This is the temple caused to be constructed by (King) Vicitra—Chittra 
(a title of Mahendra) for Brahma, Iswara and Vishnu, without bricks, 
without timber, without metal and without mortar’’.

PALLAVA PERIOD—MAMALLA STYLE—560-670 A.D. 
KADAL-MALLI-TALASYANAM-—Mountain near the sea 


Narashimha Varman, the Mahamalla, succeeded to the Pallava throne 
of his great father Mahendra, to become one of the most accomplished 
sovereigns of the dynasty of Simha-Vishnu. Considerably expanding the 
Pallava empire during his short reign, he enlarged and embellished the 
maritime centre of Mamallapuram—the place of Mahamalla. This now 
small fishing village, romantically placed within range of the spray from 
the surf, washing and surging on the rocky coast, must have been 
ancient even in Pallava times. Lying some 35 miles from Madras, the 
road, ribbon-like and almost straight, passes through small wayside 
hamlets -and palm shaded villages. The face of the land around is 
breath-taking and beautiful and many are the captivating village 
names—Semmencheri (the village of red earth)—Kodaiyur (the village 
of umbrellas)—Ookyamthorampakkam (several places by the lakes.) 


Far on the horizon in all directions, great “outcropping rocky hillsides 
add their attraction to the countryside, until suddenly crowned by the 
appearance, high on the top of a lone hillside, the OLAKKANATHA 
TEMPLE surmounts all the great monumental works of Mahamalla. 
Flat-roofed, it may well have been used as a light house by the sea- 
faring Pallavas. 


MAHAMALLA (the great Athlete) introduced a new era of Pallava 
architecture by shaping free standing monolithic shrines from enormous 
boulder like outcrops, with an eminent sculptural output, culminating 
in the gigantic open air rock-cut myth of KIRATAJUNNIYA, the 
descent of the Ganges, a noble theme carved in high relief, covering 
the entire face of a cliff, standing out as a brilliant composition, 
emcompassing within its fold a vast world of hunters, beasts of the 
jungle gods, ascetics, naga deities and semi-divine beings. Modelled 
with loving care, supple and graceful life size figures, poised and dignified 
with slender and refined contours, seem to be emerging in a continuous 
process from the rock. All the works at Mamallapuram have an intense 
naturalism, distinguished and restrained, animals particularly, master- 
fully portrayed. Here is joy and ecstacy, love of existence; life, frank 
and direct, and yet in a detached way the Sculptor has sought to touch 
those who seek the spirit of his work. 
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humour is revealed in the cat, which emulating austerity, eyes 
playful mice, and the family of monkeys which suckle their young 
Then, wrested from the rocks, the great Gods, sometimes тоге 
than divine, the sculptor’s chisel marks bringing out m 


mind and the eye behind the hand that sought to bring t fe the rock 
hewn figures of his imagination. 

Elegant, elongated figures, kneeling devotees attendant upon the gods, 
‚powerful youths on guard, posture, twist and turn, then suddenly 


one hand on hip leaning lightly on the lintel from he is carved, 
while the other moves swiftly his head over a raised shoulder as if he 
has heard a sound in the night, ‘Who dares to wake the eternal 
slumbering God’—a gesture magnificent and proud. 


From within the peace and quiet great sounds of battle, and Durge 
. mounted on her lion, rides across the scene brandishing her weapons. 
She gives fight to the demon buffalo, and warriors tumble from above. 
Such a clash of noise, such power, and all the energy of the moving 
battling figures are captured from the still and unmoving rock. 


During his lifetime Mahamalla raised the Pallava power to a glory 
unprecedented in its history, and when he died his work continued and 
continues to live after him.

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PALLAVA PERIOD—MAHENDRA STYLE—610-640 A.D. 


Emerging after many battles and encroachments into their territory, as 
the dominant power in Tamilnad, the Pallava Kings, between constant 
conflicts and dealing with wordly affairs, gave time for the pursuit'of the 
spirit, by building lasting monuments to the glory of God. Casting their 
eyes up into the Heavens, their visions were transformed into some 
of the greatest artistic achievements to be seen. 


They were of great consequence, Mahendra Varman and his son 
Narasimha Varman, both memorable and accomplished figures in the 
history of Tamilnad. They were brilliant for a continuous period of 
successful civil administration providing peace and security, the pursuit 
of civic occupations—literature, music and science. Their accomplish- 
ments were many sided, and Mamaila, who followed in the lofty footsteps 
of his kingly father, must have taken pride in the versatile and art loving 
ability of his father, who earned in his life time a multiplicity of titles—— 
Vicitra-Chittra (curious or myriad minded)—Chetthakari (Temple 
builder)—Chitrakarappuli—(tiger among artists). The vigorous art 
movement he initiated was amply followed by his son. 


One of the noblest creations of the Pallava times is the Gangadhara 
Siva, dignified and lordly. He received with seeming indifference the 
proud gushing stream of the River Ganga or just two locks of his hair.

Inheriting and continuing the Pallava traditions, the Colas, in the early 
years of their reign, caused to be built numerous temples, which 
although small in size, were built like jewels. Their size suggested 
limited resources, but their variety and innovations imply a period of 
local development and aesthetic striving. The unusually beautiful 
Nagesvara is representative of this phase, and is remarkable for the 
almost life-sized sculptures carved in such high. relief as to appear 
almost in the round. In graceful attitudes, they probably portray 
comtemporary princes and princesses or at least donors of the temple.

Pasupati—the lord of the creatives 


With the decline and fall of the Pallavas of Kanchi, the rising Cola 
dynasty annexed their territories and for some 300 years ruled the 
Coromandal coast and a part of the Deccan, giving security to the 
people and supporting a flourishing cultural and social pattern of life. 
VIJAYALAYA, the first of the Imperial Colas, came to the throne about 
874 A.D. and a temple in NARTAMALAI, Pudukkottai, bears his name. 
Among the early Colas, the most notable kings were RAJARAJA and 
RAJENDRA, 985-1042 A.D., during whose reign the power and 
influence of. the dynasty reached its zenith. 


Early Cola temples in the main are a continuation and development of 
the tradition of the Pallavas. Their finest sculpture is incorporated with 
the fabric of the temple and much importance is given to the larger 
images usually placed in niches carved in high relief. Here and 
there is found a greater mastery of stone cutting technique and a more 
fluent natural style attaining at times an almost ethereal serenity and 
beauty. A detailed individualized realistic treatment of jewellery and 
costumes, particularly light drapery, are hall marks of Cola Sculpture. 


The Brahmapurisvara Temple situated in the tiny hamlet of Pasupatikoyil 
15 most excellently preserved and is one of finest examples of early Cola 
architecture. The temple, contained within a surrounding wall, has a 
garden like setting and the green of the flowering bushes enhances the 
striking splashes of red-grey and yellow which age and weather 
have painted on to the stone blocks from which the temple is 
constructed. Tamil inscriptions, of the 10th or 11th century carved оп 
the walls, tell fascinating details of its early history. Dating from the 
early years of the tenth century, the temple is dedicated to Siva, and 
is decorated with some of the finest sculptures made more glorious by 
the handiwork of nature, who in adding her touch over years has sought 
to give colour and splendour to the sculptor's expression of love, of the 
world he knew, of the intensity he felt, which with skill and endeavour 
ıs reflected in the religious forms he so marvellously executed. Here 
it is that these unsigned masterpieces speak for their makers, not as 
individuals but as the work of developing schoals of sculpture influenced 
by the moods and modes of the changing times. 


These sculptures speak for themselves—Brahma portrayed as a hand- 
some young prince, calm and gracious, the quaint bhuta-ganas attendant 
upon Vignesvara and the lively young maiden with her servant. Nowhere 
else is to be seen the tall slender and serene youthfulness of these 
sculptures. 


Small and quite exceptionally carved panels ‘stories in stone’, depict 
a great variety of scenes and figures: Manmatha,—the God of Love: 
Gajasurasamharamurthi—Siva the slayer of: the Elephant demon; 
Kalarimurti—the enemy of time. 


Time has given to this temple its greatest gift—the GIFT OF AGE AND 
MELLOWNESS.

RAJARAJA COLA AND RAJENDRA COLA 


985-1012 A.D. and 1012-1044 A.D. 
MALIGAIMODU—Palace Mound: 


For many miles from Tanjore can be seen the great tower of.the temple 
reaching loftily into the sky, symbolic of the earth bound but heaven 
seeking spirit of man. Heroic in proportions, these mighty works 
are born of the genius of Rajaraja | and Rajendra, his son, the two 
great imperial designers of the Cola realm. Both these temples are 
fitting memorials to the material achievements of father and son. 
Tanjavur Brihadisvara is the largest and tallest of all Indian temples. 
It is a masterpiece constituting the high watermark of South Indian 
architecture. The temple at Gangaikondacholapuram, the creation of 
Rajendra, was in many ways meant to excel the work of his father. 
Erected in 1030 A.D., only two decades after the temple at Tanjore, 
it is larger in plan, though not so tall. It is much the same in style 
and in arrangement follows its predecessor, but the greater elaboration 
in its appearance testifies to the affluent state of the empire under 
Rajendra. Both the temples have massive larger-than-life size sculptures 
—Saraswati, benign and with Godly dignity, sits and receives those who 
seek to learn and Chandesanugrahamurti, where Rajendra has placed 
himself in the guise of Chandesa humbly and devotedly at the feet of Siva 
to receive the laurels of victory, which the great God lovingly winds as a 
wreath upon his head. 
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In the service of these temples, fine arts were encouraged. Sculptors, 
painters, wood carvers and image makers were all a vital part of the 
sreat scheme of things. Standing today in the great courtyard 
before the mighty tower one could look back with an inward eye, the 
soft falling dusk and the gathering of people bearing offerings of flowers 
and fruits, some to worship, some to rest, living today something of 
what was yesterday. The evening air full of sweetness, chanting priests 
conjuring up for a moment the living past, when dance and music 
were employed to serve the temple—when temple life was both a ritual 
and an entertainment, a part of every day life. Here and there the 
gardeners will still be working, garland makers selling their flowers, 
watchmen preparing to guard the hours of night and hosts of other 
officials and servants of the temple moving to and fro. Almost a 
thousand years have gone by, but the small children play innocently, 
their feet pattering on the cool stone slabs much as other children 
did when the temple was first dedicated by its great founder. 


Slowly the night falls, torches journey around the shrines, silence 
prevails and the great doors close with a resounding boom, enclosing 
within the spirit of the past, guarding this great home of Hindu life 
for all time to come.

4 А Saivite centre of great Тате, the Cidambaram Temple is dedicated to 
SIVA, ‘The Lord of the Dance’ (Nataraja). According to Puranic accounts 
and the sayings of Tamil saints, the origin of the temple goes back 
beyond recorded history and many are the romantic stories associated 


with this temple. The earliest known records are from the devotional 
songs of Manickavasakar a great sage who is said to have lived in the 
fifth century. Then there is the incident of King Simha-Varma who was 
attacked by a skin-disorder and so was styled Sweta-Varma, the white 
bodied king. It is said that he was cured by taking a bath in the Sivaganga 
tank within the temple and to have been turned into Hiranya Varma— 
the golden bodied king. Interestingly described in a passage from the 
Kongadesa Rajakal is the story of the vision of Vijayalaya Cola, who 
one day seated on the sea shore saw Siva-and Parvati dancing together 
to the beat of the damaruka (a kind of drum). The king immediately 
caused to be dedicated the Kanaka Sabha or Golden Hall. Many great 
kings had a hand in the building of this temple and in their turn made 
additions to the structure. During the PANDYAN Period (A.D. 1100- 
1350) an important development in temple architecture took place. This 
was the erection of prakarams or high walls, with great gopuras 
(gateways) giving the appearance of a temple city.

The dance panels from the gopuras of Cidambaram and the sanctuary 
dedicated to Parvati are rich and valuable for their effective commentary 
in sculpture on the dance modes described by Bharata in his Natyasastra. 
These clearly demonstrate the different hastas, Karanas sthanas and 
angaharas.
